The capital stock is 


1200,000. Dr. Henry Gunkel, who has 
been president for a long time retired 
at the election last week, and John 
Trapp, one of the wealthiest men in 
the county, was elected. T. B. Yontsey 
has beeu cashier since the organization 
of the bank in 1875. 


It is now learned' that the bank di- 


rectors were in session all day Satur- 
day. The bank then had only $7,500 
in its vaults and was known that it 
could not open today. 
Yontsey's res 


ignatiou as cashier was offered and 
accepted. The Oovington banks offered 
to loan $60,000, but that was declared 
off. The directors offered notes aggre- 
gating $250,000, but the cash oonld not 
be secured.

sion, and in this he will likely be an- 
tagonized by Senator Frye with the 
Hawaiian cable bill. 


Senator Chandler will introduce the 


caucus committee's bill for an interna- 
tional monetary conference on Mon- 
day, 
and will ask to have it voted upon 


on Tuesday without going through a 
committee. So far Senator Pettigrew 
is the only member of the senate who 
has announced an intention to oppose 
the bill by vote.
